A fine crowd gathered at the 
Church of the Nazarcne Monday 
evening to hear Rev. J. W. Pat- 
tee, missionary, tell of his experi- 
ences in war-torn China. The 
meeting opened with the singing 
of a rousing missionary hymn 
directed by Rev. L. E. Sparks, 
minister of the church. Rev. L. 
J. Lake, minister of the New- 
market Gospel Tabernacle, then 
offered prayer. The speaker was 
introduced to the congregation 
by Rev. R. F. Woods of Toronto, 
district superintendent of the 
Ontario district of the Church of 
the Nazarene. 

After telling of his trip to the 
Orient, Mr. Pattee described his 
and Mrs. Pattee's work among 
the natives of China. Telling of 
his wife, who is a registered 
nurse, Mr. Pattee said she had 
been the means of saving hun- 
dreds of lives in the interior of 
China. The speaker told of the 
desire expressed by the Chinese 
to hear the Gospel. He said he 
was called upon to preach the 
Gospel as often as eight times a 
day. He also told of several 
Nazarene native preachers and 
the great sacrifices they made. 
He told of being in the hands of 
bandits, of his escape, and of his 
life in a Japanese internment 
camp. 

H^ told the expediences of 
other missionary friends of his 
of the Presbyterian and Mennon- 
ite churches who were brutely 
treated by the Japanese. 

At the close of his address, Mr. 
Pattee said he felt that the Allies 
should occupy Japan for the 
next 100 years and that they 
should send missionaries to 
evangelize Japan. Mr. Pattee has 
already sent for his passport in 
order to return to the mission 
field.

CLOTHING COLLECTION 
WILL AID PEACE * 
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There has been an Allied victory in war but it 
must be many years before there is a victory in 
peace. . Differences in policy among the United 
Nations must be reconciled, the starving and 
naked must be fed and clothed, new trade routes 
must be opened, the men and women in uniform 
must be re-established in civil life and a wartime 
economy converted to peacetime practices. A 
failure* in achieving these ends will destroy the 
value of the victory in war. It will mean that a 
deadlier world conflict will have been only post- 
poned, not prevented for all time, 

Canadians, like the peoples of other United 
Nations, have not been so well schooled in_ the 
tasks of peace as in those of war 1 . At Dunkirk 
and Pearl Harbor, the full force of the enemy 
was shown. The United Nations learned then of 
the enormity of the job ahead if they were to 
survive. So far, there have been no Punkirks of 
Pearl Harbors in the battle to secure thfr p^acc. 
Thcre have been growing indications of the near- 
ness of such events in food riots, clashes in policy, 
strikes, and the doathlists of those who died from 
starvation and ill treatment. 

Then- is still time to avoid the Dunkirks and 
Pearl Harbors of peace. It will require the in- 
dividual effort of every Canadian if these calami- 
tics arc to bo avoided. It will require the full 
supiMirt of the coming victory loan for the monies 
raised then will besides helping in rehabilitation 
of veterans also enable national aid to our Allies 
through credits and stimulated trade. It will re- 
quire the stretching forth of a helping hand by 
individual Canadians to .those who have lost so 
much through war. 

Of immediate concern is the collection of used 
clothing for European countries. In making the 
collection a success, Canadians can demonstrate 
that they arc as willing to help in peace as they 
were in war. The collection begins at the first of 
next month. In the success of the clothing col- 
lection will be found the measure of success in 
making this peace a permanent one.

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CONTROL OF ATOM BOMB 
OUR RESPONSIBILITY 



A news item from England tells of a protest 
against the use of the atomic bomb on Japan, 
The protest, signed by ministers, writers and 
teachers, says in part that the use of the bomb 
was a ''further deliberate violation of the prin- 
ciples of sacrcdncss of human life upon which 
Christian civilization and democratic society alike 
have been based and the perpetuation of this 
crime reduces to hypocrisy the self-constituted 
right of Allied nations to put 'war criminals' on 
trial." 

The atom bomb is no different from any other 
instrument of war except tbat it is deadlier. A 
rifle will kill one, a shell can kill 15 or 20, an air 
bomb can kill 50 or 60, and now the atom bomb 
can kill thousands. To single out the atom bomb 
«s a 'deliberate violation of the sacrcdncss of 
human life* while ignoring the killing power of 
other weapons demonstrates a fundamental mis- 
conception of many in respect to the bomb. 

Any means by which life is destroyed Is a 
violation of the sacrcdncss of human life. Yet we 
use the rifle and the tank, the airplane and the 
battleships to protect ourselves by using them to 
destroy the foe before he destroys us. The atom 
bomb was used in 'the same manner. Had it not 
been used, it has been estimated that a million 
and a quarter lives would have been lost in the 
invasion of Japan, Nor is there any doubt that 
had the atom bomb not been used by the Allies, 
it would have been used by the foe. 

Of more importance is the fact that the protests 
against the use of the bomb arc an indication of 
an unrealistic attitude towards the problems be- 
fore us. The atom bomb is here whether we like 
ii or not. It constitutes a threat to a lasting 
peace just as the airplane constituted a similar 
threat to the peace after the last war. The onus 
is not upon the scientists who learned how to 
use the atom in a bomb but upon us that we use 
the bomb in a manner which will provide a last* 
ing and just peace. Here is where the real re- 
sponsibility lies. Progress can not be halted be- 
cause of the nature of new discoveries. Instead 
we must learn how to apply these new discoveries 
for the welfare of mankind. 



SEEK TO MODERATE 
CARNIVAL GAMBLING 

It is the general policy of the executive of the 
«iistrict of which the Newmarket Uons club is 
;part to discourage the large scale sale of tickets 
«n houses and cars, arid more specifically, the use 
at gambling devices at carnivals. This was stated 
by Rev. Bert E. Newnham, deputy district gov- 
ernor, at the last Lions club meeting here. 

He reported that it was felt by the district 
executive that sooner or later, a Lions club would 
be prosecuted by law with a resultant unfavor- 
able effect on Lions club work generally. In an- 
other vein, ho cited instances whore there was 
reckless spending by minors on gambling devices. 

Public . opinion in regards to money wheels, 
lucky tickets, etc., is about evenly divided. On 
one hand there is the assumption that an adult is 
sufficiently responsible not to be reckless and 
spend money he can ill afford. It is also argued

During this invasion, we had been pushed aside 
and ignored. We would have probably remained 
anonymous but one of the girls reaching into the 
blankets withdrew her hand exclaiming in shock- 
ed tones, "Why, the poor little fellow is soaking 
wet."
